of Upper India. In tho northwest of India 
ihere is a };oo<.l deal of agitation, owing to 
Chu patties being circulated very widely as 
in tho days preceding the great mutiny. 

A great demonstration took place lately in 
Dublin on the occasion of laying the founda- 
lion-slone of the now Catholic University. 
It took place in presence of a large number 
of lhrj leidiii" piolates of tho Irish Church 
and several from America and the Colonies 
and ovor 10,000 persons. Soinu ihirty-six 
bishops attended at the religious service 
which afterwards took place at the Cathe- 
dral. At the conclusion of tho service 
Archbishop Hughes, of New York, delivered 
an address, in which he reviewed the posi - 
lion of tho civil war in America and the 
part taken therein by the Irish settlors. 



English News. 

By the nrrival of tho Oregon yesterday 
we have English papers up to tho dale of 
July 25th, being three weeks later than out- 
last, while our latest telegraphic news is as 
late as August 31st. 

The all absorbing topic which forms a 
regular staple for newspaper articles in Eu- 
rope seems to be the civil war in America. 
Like ovory other subject in agitation and 
liable to new phases, this contest can be 
only partially seen. The data furnished by 
tho skeletons of telegrams are not such as 
would enable us to speak with any degree 
of certainly as to what would bo tho results 
most likely to follow them. Imagination 
must be drawn upun to supply deficiencies. 
Sympathy is called in to assist in shaping 
prognostications of the future. Accordingly 
one is prepared to find a great variety of 
opinions prevalent among the English press. 
Partizan-like each has his sympathies or in- 
terests enlisted on one side or the other. 
Each is bent in moulding tho various events 
of the war to suit his own views, and can 
only behold them as tending that way. It 
cannol, however, be denied that those whose 
' predispositions were in any wiso favoiablo 
to the cause of the Confederates have had 
ample materials to work upon, and have 
been in no respect backward in putting them 
before tho public as illustrating their views. 
Tho limes, true to iliu policy which 
lias in the main characterized its articles 
since the commencement of the war, continues 
to see in the retreat of the Federal forces Ironi 
before Richmond, ample evidence of the utter 
fruitlessness of attempting to prolong the 
struggle, and asks if the Federals " think that 
these men of their own race, whose exploits 
they arc daily witnessing, can ever be sulijit 
gated as to submit to the yoke which a Hunter 
and a Butler are preparing for them V (Am 
they, in fact, wish for such a consummation f 
Do they not feel the common pride of Immun- 
ity in the exploits ol a gallant people who 
are 'defending their homes by a display of the 
most transcendent valor and devotion ? There 
wrald be no disgrace in desisting from the 
hopeless, and consequently wicked attempt to 
conquer and govern the South. Every one 
knows that the Northerner is us good as the 
Southerner, and thut if any section of the late 
Union were invaded by the rest, it would nj 
auredly give tho same proofs of unflinchio 
resolution. The whole difference between the 
two belligerents is that the .South is thoroughly 
in earnest, aud lights as for life and death. 
This makes up for want of food, of arms, of 
medicines, and all that makes war easy. As 
long as this resolution lasts, and several mil- 
lions of people are in arms to resist subjuga 
tion, so loug must the efforts of the North 
meet with that failure which has thus far ut- 
tendad the Virginian campaign of 18G2;' 
and thinks that the fact that further volunteer- 
ing on a large scale must affect the quieter 
classes of the Northern Americans, is more 
likely than anything to bring the war to a 
close, as it will draw them from their settled 
occupations, which they have no wish to leave. 
"That each Northerner must come forward 
in his own person to light in the swamps and 
forests of the South, or the scheme of conquest 
must be abandoned." In an article on Mr. 
Lindsay's motion for mediation, it says that 
" It ha3 been our habit — a habit justified by 
reason and international law- -to recognize 
governments which show themselves able to 
take a place in the community of nations ;" and 
now we learn by our brief telegram published 
yesterday, that it is argued by that journal 
that " the time for compromise has arrived, 
aud the worst settlement of the dispute cannot 
be so fatal as the continuance of the war.'' 
The English people are evidently getting tired 
of the war, and we doubt not but that the 
news of the recent Federal reverses will go far 
towards hastening the recognition of the 
South. 

In the debate in the House of Lords, July 
18, on Colonial Falsifications, the rclusal ol 
the Canadian Government to. saddle that Prov- 
ince with the additional burden of a war debt 
lor the support of a standing army, was viewed 
by tho various nsble lords engaged in the de- 
bate with a great deal of dissatisfaction. 
Threats of cutting the connection existing be- 
tween the mother country and the colony were 
a little more than hinted at, if tiie latter did 
not mend her manners. One neble lord thought 
it a great grievance that Canada should re- 
ceive English troops, and refuse English 
goods. 

The British public are beginning to fool 
the necessity of hiking some active steps to 
prevent the utter destruction of their com- 
merce with China. TheTaopings that were 
looked upon at fust as tho regenerators of 
that Bland-Still empire, as llio parly who 
were going to break through iho crust that 
had so long closed that country to the ingress 
of the " Foreign Barbarians," are now found 
to be worse devils than the old mandarin 
government. Instead ot being the reformers 
they are the destroyers, Where the fair 
fields were covered with luxuriant crops, 
tended by an industrious population, now 
there is nothing but ruin and desolation. 
The rebels have even gone so far as to ii.e 
upon the vessels of the English and French 
guard in the British settlement in Ningpo, 
The consequence was that those forces have 
stormed and taken that city horn the mis- 
creants. The policy advocated by some of 
the British journals lo remedy the evils ex- 
isting in the unfortunate empire in question 
is to gel Europeans to unter iho service ol 
the Imperial Government and by their 
energy arid intelligence put matters in a 
proper shape. 

ItBeems that the Colony of 1 lie Cape of 
Good Hope is going to contribute to the sub- 
sidising of a mail line to England, and has 
agreed to pay one-halt of the sum givon. 

Apprehensions of alarm are again felt at 
the possibility of a rising () f the unlive popu- 
,a.ion in some parts of India. The au.ho.i-

winds und culms, and some ol I he | as-engeis blamed 
me for uol reducing the amount ol water before 
Seventh, two days without Hour; this I know noth- 
ing ol, but I lo know that they received two days 
extra allowance of Hour on their passage Irom San 
Francisco. Eighth, twelve days bad Hour. I proved 
in i 'out I yesterday that I he baker preferred tiiim 
same quality ol liourtothe new, which was proved 
uoou, ami 1 used it on mv own table, fiiulh, la live 
days without currants; (his I totally deny.

As to the charge of putting the passengers tishoie 
before the explrutiou ol forly-cight hours ntler our 
arrival; it was my belief 1 1. tit twenty-lour hours af- 
ter the arrival ol the ship was all that they were enti- 
tled to remain. Neither was 1 inhu med by the Emi- 
gration Olllccrat .Melbourne, or uny ollicer ol the 
Uovernmenl of Victoria, thut it win necessary to 
keep my passengers on the ship alter the expiration 
of twenty-lour hour.-, alter the arrival. Actiiigupon 
my own Judgment; I chartered a steamer to take the 
passengers oil', l'ait leltaud part remained. 

In conclusion, I wish to state that all passenger 
ships entering a British port aro always boarded by • 
Uovornmenl Officer, who makes it his first business 
to instruct the captain as lo the.rulcs and regulations 
of such port. In my case there was no Government

was compelled to use my own judgment about land- 
ing my passengers. If in using that judgment I 
have committal) " breed: of any English law, I claim 
mitigation ot the penalty through ignorance of such 
law."

Wo English- 
men naturally supposed that to be a magis- 
trate you must be a resident of Vancouver 
Island or of one of its dependencies ; and 
we can assure you it is the first time in our 
lives that we ever saw a naval officer in 
uniform and in command of a vessel belong- 
ing lo Her Majesty, lake upon himself the 
responsibility of distributing justice or aid- 
ing in iloing so. How would the ends of 
justice bo satisfied if, for instance, Sir 
Thomas Maitland, tho Admiral, was to 
order the Grappler away to Slickeen or any 
other distant port in 5 minutes, how would 
Mr. Verney, the Commander,' act? Would 
he refuse to obey the Admiral's order '! Or 
if not, weould lie put ofT the hearing of Ihe 
case until he relumed !

The Indians of this coast have little idea of 
their origin or history. The Machahs, on the 
stiith side of Fuca Straits, have, however, 
some curious ideas— of course deemed very 
simple nonsense by white people. Necessity 
has forced them to get up houses of rather an 
improved character, made of logs and boards, 
which latter they split out of cedar. In these 
houses, sometimes lil'tv and seventy feet long, 
several families live. Their principal subsist- 
ence is from fish and roots — not having much 
same. Dead whales aie often thrown sn their 
shores, and some years they obtain from them 
ten thousand gallons of oil, besides an untold 
amount of putrid blubber, which they consider 
a great delicacy. Their mechanical genius 13 
very limited. They make their canoes, imple- 
ments of fishing, make Ulankcts, from dog's 
hair and cedar bark, basket's from grass or 
rashes, and carve tho rudest images. They 
are fond of music, and have learned several 
popular tunes from the sailors who come in 
ships from San Francisco. 

Lightning they believe is caused by a great 
Gsli ; and they believe that the whales which 
are feiind on their shores are killed by Ihe 
Thunder Bird, who takes the fattest of those 
he kills up into the mountains, where he has 
his mate, and his young devour them. Tbey 
even say that sometime in tho past, a Thun- 
der Bird's nest was discovered. It was half a 
day's walk around it, and the eggs were so 
large that it was impossible to get to the top 
of one of them. The screams of this awful 
bird to terrified the Indians that they never I 
dared again to approach the nest— the rim oo | 
outside of which was composed of tremendous 
rocks. A quill of one of these birds, found 
near the nest, was forty fathoms long, and was 
ol the size of the tallest and largest cedars. 

The Machahs have some dim ideas of the 
people living in the far north of this continent. 
They have a legend about the Northern Lights. 
They suppose a race •!' Indians live under the 
North Star. • Under that little sun," said 
one of them, "a great distance from here, live 
a race pi Indians who are not taller than half 
the length of my paddle. They live on the 
ice and eat seals and snakes. They are so 
strong that they can dive down into the water 
and catch whales with their hands ; and that 
light which wo see Hashing up in the north 
and covering the skies, is from the (ires of these 
little people boiling blubber." He said their 
" names were Eskimos, but that they were 
skookums," 

This is a new theory in regard to the 
cause of the Aurora Borealis ; and who 
knows that on the shores of the polar ocean, 
found to be open by Dr. Kane, as far as the 
glass could reach, and which kept up the 
eternal lashes of its surges on the Northern 
capes of this continent ;---we say, who knows 
that there are not upon the shores of this 
ocean, a pigmy human race, which so far as 
we know diminishes in size as we advance 
into the frozen regions of tho North? Who 
kno.vs ? 

Dvino Rich with a Venokance, — it is 
related by passsengers who escaped from 
the wreck of the Golden Gate that a colored 
man named Peterson, ono of the cooks be- 
longing to Ihe steamer, took advanlago of 
the panic to yather up such loose change as 
the terror-stricken passengers had aban- 
doned in the cabins and staterooms. He 
succeeded in picking up sufficient coin and 
valuables to fill twogojd sized carpel sacks. 
Taking a large carving knife betwoen his 
teeth, and seizing the carpel sucks, one in 
each hand, Peterson jumped overboard and, 
in tho language of our informant, "bo an- 
chored himself alongside the wreck, and 
didn't show his nose above water." It is 
believed that he died quite well oil', in a pe- 
cuniary point of view. — .S'. F, Call. 

JSrjy-Atitipath.v lo reading sermons in Ihe 
pulpit is a well-known characteristic of the 
Scotch people. At Kirkcudbright, at an 
inauguration, an old woman on the pulpit 
stairs asked one of her companions if tho 
now minister was a reader ? " An how can 
ho read, woman," was tho reply ; " tho puir 
man's biiu'."

There are few thoughtful men who havo 
ever taken ground against employing Ihe 
negroes except upon arguments of temporary 
expediency. When the time for using tho 
blacks shall have forced itself upon tho 
country, few loyal men will be found to op- 
pose il ; and that thud seems lo be rapidly 
approaching if the rebellion shall long con- 
tinue to maintain formidable proportions. 
An interesting debato on this subject oc- 
curred in the Senate on Wednesday last. 
Senators Grimes of Iowa, Sherman of Ohio, 
Fessenden of Maine, Rice of Minnesota, and 
Wilson of Massachusetts, spoke strongly in 
favor of arming the slaves; Senators 
Saulsbury of Delaware, and Carlisle of 
Virginia opposed it ; Senator Collamer ar- 
gued that the laws coafiued the militia to 
white men ; .Senator Davis, of Ivy., opposed 
employing negroes as soldiers, but wnuld use 
them as I iborcrs ; nud Senator King, of New 
York, proposed to receive into the service- 
persons of African descent, " lor the purpose ol 
constructing intrciichmcnts or other camp ser- 
vice or labor lor which they are lilted." The 
question was treated entirely in its practical 
bearing.-, ami with a view lo legislation for 
filling up the new requisition of troop.- called 
for by the F resident. The speakers were very 
serious, and their views were evidently greatly 
aflectcd by the recent rebel doings on the 
Peninsula. There was strong opposition to 
what was called the "white kid gloved " " rose- 
water" mode of conducting the war ; and Mr.

Destruction of Southern Plantations. 

A Baton Rouge correspondent of the Bos- 
ton Transcript says : 

Last Saturday, about noon, an order came 
for our regiment ami one section of Captain 
Nim's battery, In bo in lino at 5 o'clock, 
wilh two days' cooked rations. By half-past 
five we wore on our way with 000 men. 
That night we marched fiiteen miles through 
tho worlds, in a strange place, with but one 
man lor our guide. On our way we visited 
three plantations, all belonging to men who 
held commissions in ihe C. S. army. 

By two o'clock wo arrived at Ihe end of 
our journey. This was the plantation of 
Harry llassel, the captain of the cavalry 
company that threatened to bum Baton 
Rouge. We had orders from the Genera! to 
burn the place and lake all properly we 
could find. When we got there, it seems 
trial tho captain had just left with one hun- 
dred men; Ihe noise caused by the artillery 
had given the alarm. We found the cap- 
Iain's wife and her father and mother on the 
place. By two o'clock every man except 
the guard and our colonel was sound asleep 
beside his gun. At four o'clock in the morn- 
ing we weie aroused by the colonel, wilh 
orders to collect all property together on the 
place. 

We did so, and il amounted to -10 negroes, 
(JO horses, 200 hesd of cattle, besides -10 
bales of cotton. We then set fire to the 
plantation ; it was a sad and at the same 
timo beautiful sight — sad to see twelve 
houses burned to the ground, bul the lire 
made a beautiful sight, as we knew lliat we 
had done our duly and obeyed orders. By 
six o'clock we were on our way to ihe next 
plantation, which belonged to a lieutenant in 
the rebel army, it was deserted. We 
burned Iho buildings and took u'U hogsheads 
ol sugar as a prize. Wo then visited two 
other ollicers' plantations, which we de- 
stroyed, and arrived homo by five in the 
evening, having traveled :iU miles anil taken 
S100,0'J0 worth of properly in 2U hours. 

Perilous Balloon Vovaqk. — A balloon 
ascension look plaeo from Boston Common 
ono afternoon in July last, which probably 
gave those who partook in it enough of aerial 
navigation lo last Ihern for some time to 
come at least. The air was misly, and dur- 
ing the earlier part of the day a heavy shower 
delayed the preparations. About 7 o'clock 
the cords were loosened, and the balloon, 
with five persons in il, ascended almost per- 
pendicularly for several hundred feet, and 
then, after diving, sailed away toward ihe 
southeast. Tho balloon passed over the 
harbor, and the aeronaut managed lo keep 
as near the surlaco of the water as possi- 
ble, in which it would every now and then 
dip. This not being very pleasant, Ihe aero- 
naut, Mr. King, hailed a 3team-tug which hap- 
pened to be passing, and told the captain to 
follow him. This was done, and after going 
about three miles, managed to throw a rope, 
which was fortunately caught by those in the 
balloon. The rope, however, seen parted, and 
the baloon sped on, dipping the basket some- 
times entirely under water. After some time 
another large rope was got. fast to the baloon, 
and instead of its being checked by the tug, it 
actually dragged her about three miles. After 
a while tiro passengers managed to descend 
from their uncomfortable position, and get 
safely in the boat. They had but just got 
down when the cable parted, and the baloon 
soared away with tremendous speed, and with 
cut a pilot. 

New View oy Canadian Politics.— Tho 
lion. T. D. McGee, formerly editor of th 
Catholic journal of this city, but now Pres- 
ident ol the Council, and Cabinet Minister 
in Canada, has laid it down as desirable 
that Canada, instead of being a British gar- 
rison, threatening Iho United Stales, and 
threatened by them, should become a neutral 
territory, whoso independence should be 
jointly guaranteed by European and Ameri- 
can powers. This arrangement would be 
very serviceable to both powers. So long as 
tho sympathies and desires of the Canadians 
arc opposed to any closer political connec- 
tion with the United Slates, wo equally must 
desire to keep them aloof. Nothing of this 
kind can over bo done with a chance of suc- 
cess il it is riot done with mutual desire and 
good will. Bul a necessary part of tho pro- 
gramme of tho Canadian neutrality, con- 
sidering our proximity lo Canada, would bo 
a binding agreement, mado deliberately in 
lime of peace and concord, lu refer all mai- 
lers of dispute when they arise to some just 
court or authority. — Buffalo Daily Cornier.
